COUNCIL HAILS ‘EXCEPTIONAL 
PERFORMANCE’ BY GCSE PUPILS

More GCSE results from local 
schools on pages 3,4,5, 6 and 12, 


EDUCATION chiefs at BCBC 
said this week that pupils had 
enjoyed “exceptional success” 
in this year’s GCSEs. 

A council spokesman reported: 
“The initial school returns for all 
examination boards found that 
the number of GCSE students 
who have picked up at least five 
A* to C grades in both English 
(or Welsh First Language) and 
mathematics (the level 2 
threshold) has increased to 59 per 
cent, which is a 4.2 per cent rise 
on last year’s results. 

“Across the county borough, 
early indications based on WJEC 
results only suggest that the 


overall percentage of pupils who 
gained A* to G grades is 98.8 per 
cent, which is up 0.6 per cent on 
last year. 

“The county-wide percentage of 
students who collected grades at 
A* to C has risen 1.6 per cent to 
65.2 per cent, while an impressive 
18 per cent achieved either an A* 
or an A grade.” 

NOTE: Some statistics are based 
on WJEC GCSE results only and 
should, therefore, be treated with a 
degree of caution, as schools will 
have entered varying proportions 
of students for GCSEs with other 
examination boards.

‘Have your say* on 
town centre 
traffic proposals 


PUBLIC 
consultation is 
underway over 
proposals that 
could see traffic 
return to some of 
Bridgend town 
centre’s 
pedestrianised 
streets. 

Following requests 
from local businesses 
and other organisations, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is asking the 
public for their views on 
a proposal to re¬ 
introduce traffic to 
Queen Street, Dunraven 
Place and Market Street. 

As part of the 
proposal, a 20mph 
speed zone and two 
pedestrian crossings 
would be introduced 
alongside approximately 
18 parking/loading bays, 
while street bollards and 
other street furniture 
would be installed to 
safely separate 
pedestrians and 
vehicles. Adare Street 
and Caroline Street 
would remain 
pedestrianised. 

Local residents are 
being invited to share 
their views on the 
proposal by visiting 
www.bridgend.gov.uk/co 
nsultation and 
completing an online 
survey before the 
deadline of October 24. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and 
economic development, 
said: “Pedestrianisation 
was originally 
introduced to address a 
number of problems in 
Bridgend town centre 
and to help create a 
safer, more pleasant 
shopping environment. 

“But between issues 
such as the rise of the 
internet and the ongoing 
recession, shopping 
patterns are a lot 
different now and we 
are keen to do whatever 
we can to encourage as 
many people as possible 


to shop in Bridgend 
town centre. 

“We want to consult 
with local people and 
find out their views, as 
the proposal has both 
pros and cons that need 
careful consideration. 

“For example, 
reintroducing traffic 
would make it easier 
and quicker for some 
disabled people and 
those with mobility 
problems to get to the 
shops they want to visit, 
while many town centre 
traders, property agents 
and developers believe 
that it would increase 
footfall. 

“On the negative 
side, there could be an 
increased risk to 
pedestrian safety. Since 
these roads were 
pedestrianised, reported 
traffic collisions have 
fallen from 13 between 
the years 2000 and 2004 
to three between 2004 
and 2014. 

“It would also cost 
the council upwards of 
£500,000 to safely allow 
vehicle access into these 
streets due to the works 
required, while there is 
also the issue of cars 
creating more air 
pollution in the town 
centre. Added to this, 
there would be 
disruption to trade while 
the works were taking 
place. 

“These changes can 
therefore only be 
justified if there is 
sufficient support from 
both town centre 
businesses, and the 
wider community of 
Bridgend who use the 
town centre. Bridgend 
Town Council have 
already pledged their 


support and a financial 
contribution to the 
scheme, but I would 
urge everyone, 
businesses, shoppers, 
workers, residents, 
young and old, to have 
their say and consider 
all of these factors.” 

If the proposal is 
introduced, then it will 
also be possible to 
include ‘pedestrian 
only’ times so that the 
roads are not accessible 
during certain hours. 
This approach has been 
followed in other towns 
such as Neath, Caldicot 
and Tenby. 

Residents can also 
have their say on the 
town centre access 
proposals by taking part 
in a special social media 
Q&A session. The 
council’s corporate 
director for 
communities, Mark 
Shephard, will be 
logging on to the local 
authority’s social media 
accounts from 6pm to 
7:30pm on Thursday, 
September 1 to answer 
questions.

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Ken heads for ‘roof 
of the world’ in bid 
to provide dental 
care in Tanzania 


A Barry dentist is heading for the roof of 
the world in a bid to provide dental care 
for people in East Africa. 

Ken Chow told The GEM: “I’m doing a 14 day 
trek to Everest base camp - 11 days climbing up to 
it and three days coming back. 

“I hope to raise funds for Bridge2Aid, a charity 
that helps train health workers in Tanzania to do 
extractions and emergency dental work.” 

Ken, who has been a dentist for 11 years, points 
out that if trained health workers weren’t on the 
ground delivering essential care, patients would 
have to “grin and bear it or visit the local witch 
doctor”. 

And unqualified extractions could lead to a 
broken jaw, and in those circumstances a person in a 
rural area of Tanzania could face a 10- or 15-day trek 
to a town to get specialist help. 

Ken, a popular figure at Barry RFC and manager 
of the club’s second team, said: “During this time 
they wouldn’t be able to provide for their family.” 

He explained: “British dentists go on four trips 
every year and give one to one tuition on the ins and 
outs of extraction and aftercare.” 

Health workers are also trained in when not to 
extract and instead advise a patient to seek hospital 
treatment. 

Ken’s Everest fundraising adventure in Nepal 
begins in early November. 

“I’m flying in to Kathmandu on Friday, 
November 6, and the next day I take an internal 
flight to Lukla. From there it is 11 days to Everest 
base camp and then three days down.”

Lone piper leads moving ceremony to remember 
tragic Great War soldier who died in Porthcawl 


LAST week, people 
in Porthcawl 


turned out for a 
sombre ceremony - 
marking the 
centenary of the 
death of a young 
soldier who had 
been recuperating 
in the town. 

Although he died 
many miles from the 
battlefields of World 
War One, local 
historians unearthed 
facts about his death 
which point to the little- 
understood (at the time) 
condition of shellshock. 

Ceri Joseph of 
Porthcawl Museum 
reported : “On August 
24, at 2pm, a service of 
Remembrance was held 
at St John’s Churchyard, 
Newton, 

commemorating the 
centenary of Private 
John Campbell’s death. 

“Private Campbell 
had enlisted into the 
Queen’s Own Cameron 
Highlanders in 1915. 

The following year he 
was wounded at the 
Somme; suffering 
shellshock as a 
consequence. 

“In the July of 1916, 
he arrived at the Western 
General Hospital in 
Cardiff before being 
transferred to the St 
John’s Auxiliary 
Hospital, Rest Bay, 
Porthcawl. 

“John recovered from 
his wounds, which 
potentially meant a 
return to active service. 

“On Tuesday, August 
24, 1916, at 10.30am, 
his body was retrieved 
from the sea, opposite 
the Sea Bank Hotel. The 
inquest held into his 
death a week later, 
recorded a verdict of 
‘Found drowned. ’ 

“Studying the inquest, 
you cannot fail to note 
the tragic effect of 
shellshock.” 

At the service of 
Remembrance, the 
congregation was led to 
the graveside by 
bagpiper, John 
Campbell. 

At the graveside, 
owner Alun Davies 
placed Private 
Campbell’s medals on 
the grave, while Father 
Philip Masson spoke of 
the tragic effects of war, 
throughout the years, on 
the minds of soldiers 
like John Campbell. 

Allan Lloyd, the 
chairman of the 
Porthcawl branch of the 
Royal British Legion, 
read a poem by Scottish 
poet, J.B Salmond, 
‘Poppies', followed by 
Scotsman Ian Nisbet’s

brief account of Private 
John Campbell’s life. 

During Reveille, 
played by Edward Jones, 
the British Legion 
lowered their standards. 

After the Blessing, the 
service ended with Ian 
Nisbet placing the poppy 
wreath, donated by the 
Royal British Legion 
and Porthcawl Museum 
member Mrs Cheryl 
Purchase, on Private 
Campbell’s grave, as the 
piper played ‘Flowers of 
the Forest, ’ a Scottish 
lament. 

Private John 
Campbell, will be 
remembered as the 
young man who enlisted 
with the intention of 
serving his country in a 
time of great need. 

Another life 
sacrificed for our 
freedom. 


Private Campbell’s medals and a 
wreath were placed at his graveside.

TO STEP DOWN 


The Leader of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), Coun Mel 
Nott OBE, is to 
retire from public 
service. 

After leading the local 
authority for eight years, 
he will step down from 
the role of leader when 
Council meets on 
October 5,2016, and will 
not stand in local 
government elections 
due to be held in 2017. 

Coun Nott, who will 
celebrate his 74 th 
birthday later this year, 
said: “This will be an 
opportunity for the 
Labour Group to appoint 
a new leader who will 
take them forward into 
next year’s local 
government elections.” 

He first became a 
councillor in 1992 when 
he was elected to the 
former Mid Glamorgan 
County Council, later 
joining BCBC in 1996 
following local 

government 
reorganisation across 
Wales. 

When the authority 
adopted a leader and 
cabinet system in 2002, 
Councillor Nott became 
Deputy Leader. He was 
later elected Leader of 
the Labour Group in 
2004, then in 2008 
became Leader of the 
authority - a position 
which he has continued 
to hold every year since. 


He also served as a 
magistrate for 25 years, 
and in 2013 was 
presented with an OBE 
for services to the 
community and local 
government. 

Coun Nott said: 
“Serving as the leader of 
a local authority is an 
incredible honour and I 
have always treated the 
role with the seriousness 
and commitment that it 
demands. 

“A council leader has 
to remain firmly focused 
on ensuring that the 
authority can provide 
services that really make 
a difference in the lives 
of local people. 

“It is not an easy job to 
do, and requires vast 
amounts of time and 
commitment that extend 
far beyond the normal 
working day. This has a 
significant impact on 
your personal life, and I 
have had reason to be 
grateful for the continued 
patience and 

understanding of my 
family and friends on 
many occasions. 

“Having led the 
council for eight years, I 
believe that I have 
reached the point where I 
have achieved all that I 
can, both as a leader and 
also as a councillor 
representing the ward of 
Sam. 

“I now want to focus 
on my family 
commitments and repay

understanding that they 
have shown me while I 
served as a council 
leader, councillor and 
magistrate, so it is with 
great reluctance that I 
have made the decision 
to step down. 

“During my time as 
Leader, I have been ably

to acknowledge their 
dedication 
professionalism. 

“Working in 
capacity within 
government is not easy, 
but I tmly believe that 
councils form an 
essential part of society, 
and the full extent of the 
contribution that they 
make towards the lives of 
people throughout the 
community is often 
unrecognised. 

“Although I will be 
stepping down as Leader 
on 5 October, I will 
continue to act as the 
ward member for Sam 
until local government 
elections next year. 

“It has truly been an 
honour to represent and 
fight for the best interests 
of the area in which I 
have lived my whole life, 
both as a leader and a 
ward member. I will 
always be grateful for it.”

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‘Triple whammy’ fear 
for Welsh care homes 


A SOCIAL care leader has 
called for urgent action to 
deal with the “triple 
whammy” battering care 
homes and domiciliary 
care companies in 
Bridgend and the Vale. 

Mario Kreft, the chair of Care 
Forum Wales, called on the Welsh 
Government to act after new 
figures revealed a steep rise in the 
number of people aged 85 or over 
to more than 184,000. 

According to Public Health 
Wales, the Bridgend figure will 
reach 8,200, by 2036 which 
represents a 166 per cent increase 
since 2011, while in the Vale the 
numbers are expected to rise to 
8,500, up 165 per cent. 

At the same time, says Mr 
Kreft, the sector is being hit by 
chronic underfunding and the 
prospect of having to give staff a 
30 per cent pay increase without 
knowing where the money is 
coming from. 

The introduction of the living 
wage would also have a ‘knock 
on effect’ across the board 
because remuneration at every 
level would have to be increased 
accordingly to maintain pay 
differentials. 

In Wales, social care looks 
after 150,000 people and employs 
75,000 staff, which is over five 
per cent of the Welsh workforce. 

Between them, care homes and 
nursing homes have some 23,000 
beds - more than double the 



number provided by the NHS. 

But Mr Kreft believes social 
care is at a tipping point in 2016, 
and the new Welsh Government 
needs to respond. 

He explained: “Labour’s 
manifesto for the recent 
Assembly elections very clearly 
stated that they saw social care as 
a sector of national importance, 
something with which I 
wholeheartedly agree. 

“Social care should be seen as 
being as important as our road 
and rail infrastructure. It helps to 
underpin the NHS and is the glue 
that binds communities together. 

“We need a sustainable NHS 
that people can flow through, and 
this is where the care sector 
comes in. 

“But the pressure on the NHS 
today in Wales is directly 
affected, negatively, by a lack of 
foresight, connectivity and 
planning in social care policy in 
Wales. 

“All too often local health 
boards and local councils do not 
talk, let alone work together on 
delivering social care. 


“The current system is clearly 
dysfunctional and the Welsh 
Government needs to deliver on 
its manifesto promise. 

“Sadly, the reality is that fewer 
care beds are opening and more 
are closing and the end result is 
that more and more pressure is 
being put back on the NHS. 

“The flow back is into the 
NHS and until we can make 
health boards work with councils 
and providers, and get regulators 
on board, that will continue. 

“Matters are being made worse 
because there is a desperate 
shortage of nurses which is 
affecting both the NHS and social 
care, resulting in added pressure 
all around. 

“Introducing the national living 
wage over the next four years is 
going to represent a 30 per cent 
increase for many workers. This 
will ramp up all pay rates across 
the sector and this will have to be 
paid for. 

“Most industries are able to 
pass such increases on to the 
customer. However, the 
overwhelming majority of people 
in care homes in Wales are 
supported by local authorities, 
and health boards who are having 
their budgets cut. That means 
there is just no money to pay 
these increases. 

“Something has got to give and 
I’m afraid it will plunge the 
social care sector into an even 
deeper crisis unless the Welsh 
Government acts with urgency to 
resolve this triple whammy.”

S INCE coming 
to prominence 
on Saturday 
Night Live, The 
Lonely Island 
(comprising Andy 
Samberg, Jorma 
Taccone and Akiva 
Schaffer) have 
turned their hand 
to comedy albums 
and a feature film, 
the vastly- 
underrated gem 
that is Hot Rod. 

With Samberg 
currently starring in 
Brooklyn 99, their 
profile is getting bigger 
and bigger, and the trio 
are ready to bring their 
second film to the big 
screen in Popstar: 
Never Stop Never 
Stopping. 

Samberg plays 
Conner4Real, a pop star 
who left his former 


group the Style Boyz 
(consisting of Taccone’s 
Owen and Schaffer’s 
Lawrence) for solo 
success. But when his 
solo album flops 
massively, Conner (with 
a documentary crew 
following him) has to 
deal with the 
aftershock... 

In recent years, 
concert films of the 
likes of Justin Bieber, 
One Direction and Katy 
Perry have been 
released in cinemas; 
replicating the largesse 
of arena shows while 
tempered by backstage 
footage of the stars at 
their ‘rawest’. 

Music documentaries 
are nothing new (This Is 
Spinal Tap and The 
Rutles’ All You Need is 
Cash spring to mind) 
but Popstar is the first 
to truly try and skewer 
the lavish 


ridiculousness of the 
21st century pop world. 

While the target may 
not be the most unique, 
the resulting film is a 
hilarious take on the 
vacuous world of pop 
that ‘never stops never 
stopping’ delivering 
laughs throughout. 
While the last film from 
The Lonely Island was 
the slightly more 
obscure (but no less 
hilarious) Hot Rod, here 
the comedy feels a little 
broader, a little coarser 
yet still retains their 
unique brand of 
humour. 

Having released three 
albums, the trio know 
their way around a tune 
and whether Conner is 
singing about the 
assassination of Osama 
Bin Laden, his love of 
gay equality (while 
taking pains to point out 
he’s straight) or telling 


us how humble he is, 
the songs hit the spot 
beautifully. 

By obeying the rule 
of any documentary (or 
indeed mockumentary)

echoes of Spinal Tap 
can be found in Owen 
(who has gone from

THE PARC SLIP MINING 
DISASTER REMEMBERED 


FRIDAY, August 26 
marked the 124th 
anniversary of the 
mining explosion in 
1892 that cost the 
lives of 112 men 
and boys. The site 
of the explosion is 
now a nature 
reserve. 

Parc Slip Nature 
Reserve in Tondu, 
Bridgend, is a place to 
admire wildlife, but it 
wasn’t always a haven. 

Up until the 1980s, 
Parc Slip was an open¬ 
cast coal mine. On 
August 24, 1892, there 
was an explosion in the 
mine, thought to be 
caused by a miner’s 
lamp. 

The explosion trapped 
and injured many people 
and a rescue begab. 
Despite their efforts, 112 
men and boys lost their 
lives that day. It was one 
of the most important as 
well as tragic events in 
the history of the area. 

At 8.15am on the 
morning of August 26, 
people gathered at the 
memorial at Parc Slip to 
pay their respects. 

The mayor of 
Bridgend County 
Borough, Coun Reg 
Jenkins and the 
mayoress, Mrs Teresa 
Jenkins, were among 
them. A speech was 
made, followed by a 
period of silence and 
afterwards people shared 
their stories of family 
members’ experiences of 
the disaster. 

Coun Jenkins said: “It 
is absolutely vital that 
we should take time to 
remember this tragic 
disaster and the deep 
effect that it had on our 
community. Fathers, 
sons and brothers lost 
their lives on that dark 
day, leaving 60 women 
widowed and 153 
children without a dad.” 

The miners who lost 
their lives in the 
explosion are 
remembered today at 
Parc Slip Nature Reserve 
with a stone memorial 
fountain in the southern 
end of the reserve. 

The fountain is made 
up of 112 stones - one 
for every person who 
lost their life. The 
fountain is adjacent to 
the cycle track and 
bridle path, making the 
paths leading to it 
accessible.

Cold comfort 
lonely in the

for the old and 
webcam world 


I N the social media-savvy and 
webcam world of today, no-one is 
lonely...Anyone with even a 
moderately good-spec smartphone can 
be in touch with more people in more 
places around the world than ever 
before. 

People are judged, and judge themselves, by 
the number of ‘friends’ on Facebook and 
acolytes on Twitter. The world is connected, 
and the ‘six degrees of separation’ is so last 
century. Now each person is just a click away 
from a friend and excitement. 

THIS IS THE MYTH... 

In reality - according to research carried out by 
OnePoll on behalf of homecare company Bluebird 
Care earlier in the summer - some 20 per cent of 
people in Wales, aged 65 or older, claimed to have 
spent a total of nearly one month a year without 
seeing anyone. 

Tom {not his real name, he does not want any 
one to know) agrees. 

Tom lives near the sea in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. He served in one of Britain’s 
‘forgotten’ wars: Korea. 

He said: “Each month, I read about another old 
bloke, usually a soldier or a matelot or from the 
RAF, dying alone, with no kin near him. 

“The [Royal British] Legion puts out a call for 
people to attend his funeral, but where were they 
in the months before he died? 

“It’s not their fault, and I am glad that he is 
remembered after his death, but what about 
before?” 

Tom related how he and his wife retired to 
south Wales some 20 years ago. 

“We lived on the south coast of England, a 
ml ace often called ‘God’s Waiting Room, and we

thought, ‘We don’t want to die there!”’ 

Tragically, Tom’s wife, ‘Peggy’, died just three 
years after they moved to Wales. 

“Our retirement together was lovely, but too 
short. Our children, two girls and a boy, moved all 
over Britain because of work and now they have 
their families. 

“I don’t blame them; it’s a long way from 
Perthshire to Wales...” He trailed off, and then said 
“You’re the first person to call me all week.” 

The online research, of 1,000 65-year-old men 
and women, was conducted in the run-up to the 
launch of the ‘Every Visit Counts’ campaign. 

Echoing Tom, findings suggest that 22 per cent 
of respondents would not admit, even to someone 
they trust, that they are lonely. 

“I go to the Legion, sometimes,” said Tom. “A 
pint and a chinwag helps for a short while, though 
coming back to an empty house - it’s worse in the 
summer when it’s busy, when there are so many 
families around - can be awful.” 

'Women feel loneliness 
more than the men ' 

‘Lucy’ , who lives in a rural part of Bridgend, 
moved when a teenager, from Europe, to study in 
the UK. 

By coincidence, she submitted a letter to The 
GEM on the same subject last week, having 
watched an interview with Esther Rantzen on 
television about loneliness. 

“Great Britain always seemed such a 
welcoming country with friendly people,” she 
began, “and it has been. 

“Watching it, I realised that I am one of these 


people, living on her own and not seeing anyone 
from one day to the next.” 

Lucy explained how bereft she felt when her 
husband died after years of marriage, and added: 
“Women feel this loneliness, the loneliness after a 
marriage and in later life, more than men.” 

Findings from Age UK in part back up this 
assertion. Some 11.4m people aged 65 or older 
live in the UK. Men account for 3.4m. Bluebird 
Care’s research suggests that older women are 
twice as likely to spend the equivalent of at least 
two months alone each year (1.1m women 
compared to 200,000 men). 

“Clubs, even the popular, well-known ones, are 
not for me,” said Lucy. 

She cited a lack of choice, a lack of publicity 
and a lack of public transport for her situation. 

“Even in The GEM, there is little publicised. I 
do not drive and I do not like to be out when it is 
dark. A lack of public transport in my area means I 
stay at home for much of the time.” 

Whilst social media, including Facebook, may 
be popular with many - including the ‘silver 
surfers’ - it is not for Lucy, who said “I just don’t 
know how it works.” 

Some years now since her husband died, 
perhaps a better future is on the horizon for Lucy. 
She takes part in charitable activities for people 
overseas, and says she “‘counts her blessings”. 

“I am in touch with my two children very 
frequently. 

“I know that one must make some effort and 
not just wait for new friends to turn up, and I do 
have lots of interests. 

“Perhaps I have got used to the isolation now.”

‘Vale Cycling Forum’ 


A S someone 
who has 
cycled in the 
Vale and Cardiff, 
for work and for 
pleasure, for much 
of my life, I feel 
qualified to make a 
personal comment 
on the 

cycle/footpath 

debate. 

When cycling to 
teach in Wenvoe in the 
80s, I was known as the 
‘Blue Llash’ by my 
colleagues. These days I 
am more of a ‘Grey 
Cloud’ and tend to stay 
off the roads as much as 
possible, finding new 
ways and places to 
appreciate the natural 
beauty around us. 

I have always felt a 
little guilt because as a 
Vale councillor, when 
cycling from Wenvoe 
School to a site meeting 
as the link road was 
being built, I did not 
insist that a 
cycle/footpath be 
included in the scheme. 

The need for such a 
link road cycle/footpath 
has never been more 
obvious than now, given 
the present proposed 
cycle/footpaths. 

With all the 
additional housing, 
access roads and 
junctions, total gridlock 
has arrived and not just 
at rush hour. 

It is now appearing 
through the day-time, 
affecting each local car 
journey. The 20-minute 
journey now takes an 
hour while people sit in 
traffic jams looking at 
the poorly-planned, 
over-engineered and 
largely empty 
cycle/footpaths. 

The Waterfront 
developments will add 
thousands more car 
journeys to the routes 
from Barry, yet the new 
bus lanes are poorly laid 
out and have so few bus 
journeys on them. 

There has never been 
a more urgent need to 
enable people to cycle, 


walk or use buses for 
work and for pleasure - 
as the ‘Active Travel for 
Wales’ scheme says. 

Just like motorists, 
cyclists want to power 
up hills, enjoy the 
speed, wind and 
exhilaration of going 
fast downhill and cruise 
along clear roads with 
good views of the 
countryside, but cyclists 
only have leg power. 
Their bodies and 
bicycles are exposed 
and are easily damaged 
or destroyed. 

I speak from 
experience, having 
received a fractured 
sternum, a double 
fracture to my 
cheekbone, several 
bicycles smashed 
up/damaged and many 
cuts/bruises from motor 
vehicles. 

One of the first 
incidents was being 
smashed off my bicycle 
and sent over the bonnet 
of a Vale council 
officer’s car as he pulled 
out. 

Ironically, I was on 
my way to a council 
meeting! Having 
survived, I still enjoy 
cycling and still know 
how to roll when hitting 
the ground! 

Cyclists travelling at 
30/40mph will not use 
the paths through the 
Wenvoe Valley because 
passing through many 
exits and entrances at 
such speed could be 
fatal. 

Though the paths are 
suitable for recreational 
cycling and walking, 
keen cyclists will not 
want to be jumping 
from path to road at 
high speed.

Lor example, the Port 
Road/Barry Island 
causeway paths, despite 
their great width, do not 
indicate where 
cyclists/pedestrians 
should be travelling. 

The causeway 
scheme should send 
cyclists down the slope 
to the Old Harbour car 
park, with a new 
cycle/footpath alongside 


that car park, leading to 
the western entrance to 
the Island/beach. 

The railway/road 
bridge can then be left 
to pedestrians. 

It is this kind of 
detail which consultants 
and highway engineers, 
as non-cyclists, simply 
do not understand. 

So now, after many 
years of waiting, we 
have the latest madcap 
schemes for 
cycle/footpaths from 
Barry to Dinas Powys, 
and to the A48, and 
lessons have not been 
learned. 

To begin, because of 
their over-engineered 
proposals, the schemes 
will cost millions of 
pounds in public funds 
to buy various pieces of 
land off greedy 
landowners who do not 
have a philanthropic 
bone in their bodies. 

The Live Mile Lane 
route from Weycock 
Cross to the A48 
proposes cutting a 
60mph road through the 
unspoiled countryside 
and blasting a wide 
swathe through the 
ancient woodlands of 
Barry’s valley. 

This beautiful valley 
and its ancient woods 
could easily be 
preserved if the new 
road were to go straight 
across to the airport 
roundabout at Welford. 

The huge costs of this 
scheme, along with the 
millions suggested for 
the Biglis to Dinas 
Powys route are so high 
because they are over¬ 
engineered, designed by 
people who build roads 
and do not cycle. 

As Coun Burnett has 
agreed, more than once, 
it is time for the rebirth 
of the Vale Cycling 
Lorum. 

Without consultation 
with cyclists and 
walkers, the very people 
who will use these 
facilities, we will 
continue to build badly 
connected and under¬ 
used paths to nowhere,

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History beneath our feet — the ghosts below! 


IN Gwynedd Pierce’s The Place Names of 
Dinas Powys Hundred, entries such as The 
Hermytage (lost), Riddings Wood (lost), 
Felon’s Way (lost) are frequent throughout the 
volume - places referred to in ancient 
documents but have vanished, apparently 
without trace, writes BRIAN KEITCH. 

Some place names, such as Coed yr Hebog 
(Falcon’s wood) in Penarth, are still very much 
there, but are no longer recognised as such by name 
(in cases because of urbanisation), but others - 
houses and farmsteads, which once housed whole 
families - were abandoned and over the years 
reduced to rubble, their identity surviving only in 
tithe maps or other documents. 

It’s a case of more history under our feet and, of 
course, the rich evidence provided by field names. 
Was Castle Field (lost) on the Hurst 1791 estate map 
of Llandough (by Cogan) some reference to the 
Roman villa discovered there in 1979? 

In many cases of farmsteads and cottages, names 
refer to the family that once lived there all those 
generations ago, e.g. Phillip’s Farm (lost). As people 
lived in these “lost” places, there will be artefacts - 
because there will be a rubbish dump attached. No 
site is worth ignoring because many a settlement 
goes back hundreds, possibly thousands, of years - 
including whole villages such as Cosmeston and 
Uchel Oleu (Highlight). Why quarry new stone if 
there is a ready supply from a ruin to build a new 
house or bam? That’s why so many castles lie in ruin 
in our area. 

Cowbridge 

APART from the town and its surrounds, 
mounds, cuttings, some bridges and culverts 
stretching in lines across the Fro, remind us that 
once the iron horse rode across the fields. 

Adverts in the Taff Vale Railway time table circa 
1900 entice you to take a day by the sea: “Excursions 
to the Sea Side - return tickets at reduced fares will 
be issued to Cowbridge (for Llantwit Major), St 
Athan Road (for the Leys) and Aberthaw on 
Wednesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays.” The fares? 
From Merthyr, Aberdare and Treherbert (old money 
first - 2/9, now 14p) to Cowbridge. To St Athan 
Road and Aberthaw railway stations, three shillings 
and threepence, or 16p today. 

Sully 

HALF-DAY excursions to Penarth and Sully 
were offered on Thursdays and Saturdays from 
the above places at three shillings or 15p return. 
The line to Aberthaw closed in 1930 for 
passengers and 1932 for goods. The last train to 
Sully ran in 1968. 

If any readers are interested, I have film footage 
of the entire Penarth to Cadoxton branch in action 
just before closure and would be happy to show it at 
a suitable location. 

Traces of these lost lines show up as pecked lines 
on the Ordnance Survey Landranger maps. Little 
remains of these lost railways today - though the 
station buildings at St Mary Church Road and St 
Athan Road stations amazingly remain in situ. 

Porthkerry 

THE real ‘ghost line’; lasted but two years. The 
history beneath our feet reveals precious little of 
the Porthkerry Loop Line. 

Just weeks after the Vale of Glamorgan railway 
line had opened to Barry, the new viaduct at 
Porthkerry was on the brink of falling down! 
Obviously it was closed for urgent repairs - in fact it 
was largely rebuilt - so some other way was required 
to keep traffic running. The answer? The Porthkerry 
Loop Line, some two miles and 44 chains in length. 
Trains were cleared to use the diversion as and from 
April 25, 1898. 

The cuttings, eastward from Rhoose and a small 
section on the other side of the valley towards Barry, 
can still be traced. The trains crossed two roads and 
a farm track on level crossings controlled by a signal 
box, but no trace remains. 

When the viaduct had been repaired and reopened 
for traffic again on April 9, 1900, the loop line 
disappeared back into the fields and sank into a bit of 
railway history long forgotten. Some foundations of 
the one timber bridge on the loop over the 
Whitelands Brook and bits of ballast, can still be 
recognised 116 years after the last chuffer gingerly 
made its way over the track at 10 miles per hour! 

For those unaware of the dangers of trespassing 
on the railway, the loop line rejoined the main line at 
a place called Knock-man-down Wood! 

St Athan 

RAILWAYS are not alone in disappearing in the 
course of time. Ancient roadways have been by¬ 
passed and left to nature - the ‘main road’ to St 
Athan has quietly faded away, both east and west 
of the village, though one can still plod along the 
old road, unaware that the first motor cars were 
driven along this way. 

Who knows what lurks on the roadside verges and 
walls of these disused communication routes 
(remember the bodies in the bushes/walls a few 
articles ago in this series?) 

If someone goes missing these days, the police are 
on the search, but not back years ago. Folks just 
disappeared - into the roadside wall, in the fields, 
over the cliffs, maybe into a barrel of home brew to 


give it a bit more body (!), navy press gangs - who 
knows? 

St Fagans 

BATTLES, apparently on Stalling Down, Heol y 
Milwyr at St Bride’s Major and the term Gadlys, 
all suggest a touch of violence. 

On May 8,1648, Major General Laughame on the 
Royalist side in the English Civil War, with some 
8,000 men, came against Colonel Horton’s 
Roundheads on the Parliamentary side in the vicinity 
of St Fagan’s. 

The latter won the battle, with over 1,000 
fatalities and some 3,000 taken prisoner. Under our 
feet must remain plenty of artefacts from this battle 
- not least human remains, ordnance etc. 


On my sojourns in the Czech Republic, I ventured 
to Slavkov (Austerlitz) where Napoleon’s army 
routed the Russian and Austrian armed forces in 
1805. To this day artefacts are still being ploughed 
up. With all the castles, large or small that abound 
the Fro, it’s hard to imagine that there was not a 
skirmish or two! 

Margam and Cefn Cribwr 

ON an equally tragic note, there were many other 
victims beneath our feet, this time the victims for 
the price of coal. 

The Morfa Colliery on Margam Moors acquired 
the dubious title of the Pit of Ghosts. Extending well 
under the sea to provide the nearby Taibach works, 
the pit suffered no fewer than seven explosions - in 


June 1849, May 1850, December 1850, November 
1858, October 1863 (when 39 men and boys were 
killed); February 1870 (which claimed the lives of 
30 miners) and, worst of all, in March 1890, when 
the pit caused the death of another 87 men and boys. 
The mine was mercifully abandoned in 1914. 

Not far away at Fountain near Cefn Cribbwr, 
disaster struck in 1892. It was the occasion of the 
great St Mary Hill Fair and many miners had 
swapped shifts to go there. At the fairground, the 
explosion at the Parc Slip Drift Mine was heard. 
Efforts to save the colliers were swift, but too late for 
112 men and boys . The ‘Parc’ slipped into history in 


1904.

And then there is river walking. 
Medieval mills were often burnt down 
and subsequently abandoned in local 
uprisings (bakers not being too 
popular at the time), but careful 
observation can reveal the mill race - 
the water course that supplied the 
driving force for the machinery. 

In the case of such a mill in 
Porthkerry Park some years ago, an 
archaeological dig revealed the mill 
and a layer of black debris that 


suggested the building had been burnt 
down. 

Some ‘lost’ windmills turn up as 
their circular foundations are 
discovered, such as those to be found 
at Marcross and Cog Road, Sully. 

And then, there is a small matter of 
what went on in the caves around our 
coast, hut that, as they say, is another 
story! Very many thanks to the 
assistance provided by the staff of 
Penarth Library in the presentation of 
this series.

PATIENTS receiving 

treatment in Swansea for 
cancer should benefit from two 
new developments to services 
offered at Singleton Hospital.

Founded in 2013, 
Welsh Hearts provides 
better access to 
lifesaving defibrillators, 
CPR training and heart 
screenings across Wales. 


Sharon Owen, 
founder of Welsh Hearts, 
said: “These heart 
screenings really do save 
lives. 

“Following five 
screenings across Wales 
twenty young 
individuals have been 
referred to a specialist 
and have been diagnosed 
with heart conditions 
including cardio¬ 
myopathy, a hole in 
heart and other heart 
related conditions. 

“That’s why we 
fundraise, to provide 
them.” 

The sessions are open 
to anyone aged between 
12 and 35 years.. 

Sharon continued: 
“Many people associate 
heart problems with 
older people, but sadly, 
this is not the case.

Burglar’s underpants 


were a dead giveaway! 



BRIDGEND police are 
celebrating an unusual piece of 
detection - apprehending a 
burglar after recognising his 
underpants. 

On August 30, at Cardiff Crown 
Court, Darren Machon received a 34- 
month prison sentence for the burglary 
of a house in Park Street, Bridgend, on 
February 23, and police recounted the 
chain of events that led to his court 
appearance. 

A force spokesman said: “Machon, 
aged 39, was arrested for the burglary 
while he was in police custody, 
following a dramatic but separate 
incident. 

“He was already wanted by police, 
having been recalled to prison, and on 
February 23, officers in Bridgend town 
centre spotted him in a lane behind 
Cheltenham Terrace, in the passenger 
seat of a silver Mondeo. 

“They got out of their patrol car and 
tried to stop the vehicle but it was 
driven erratically, narrowly missing 
officers who had to dive out of the way 
to avoid being hit, and bumping into 
walls. 

“The vehicle was driven along 
Nolton Street and was abandoned at 
the end of Merthyr Mawr Road, but 
Machon was caught soon after and 
taken into custody. 

“As he was getting changed in his 
cell, an officer noticed his distinctive 
boxer shorts matched those described 
by a witness of a burglary earlier that 


same day. They were unmistakable and 
were described by a woman who had 
got within just a few feet of Machon as 
she caught him red handed, bent over, 
rummaging through her downstairs 
cupboards at approximately 6.40am. 

“He growled at her as he ran past her 
and out of the house, but was later 
positively identified by the woman.” 

Detective Constable Darren Bowen, 
said: “I would like to commend the 
officers who put themselves in great 
danger as they tried to apprehend 
Darren Machon in Bridgend town 
centre on February, 23. 

“The witness in this case, and also 
the officer who recognised the 
underpants, also deserve credit, as it 
was their vigilance and attention to 
detail which no doubt ensured that 
Darren Machon was linked to the 
burglary.” 

As well as burglary, Machon was 
also convicted of dangerous driving 
and sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court 
on Tuesday, August 30, where he was 
also disqualified from driving for 41 
months.

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Heroic pilot who won VC for shooting down 
Zeppelin over London: porthcawl, September m6 


N September 
2,1916,16 
German 
airships 
approached 
London and having 
intercepted radio 
messages from the 
airships, 10 Home 
Defence squadrons 
took to the air. 

Among them was 
Captain William Leefe 
Robinson, flying a 
converted BEc2 night 
fighter, which was 
carrying only enough 
fuel for three and a half 
hours. Seeking out the 
Zeppelins in the thick 
fog, as they wreaked 
havoc over London, 
Robinson eventually 
spotted the wooden 
framed Schutte-Lanz SL 
11, commanded by 
Hauptmann Wilhelm 
Schramm. 

Schramm had been 
bom in Kent, as his 
father was the London 
representative of the 
Siemens electrical firm. 
At the age of 15 on the 
death of his father, his 
family returned to 
Germany where he 
joined the army. 

Schramm had already 
taken part in earlier raids 
on the east coast, so was 
not inexperienced in the 
art of aerial combat. 

Such was the task that 
faced Robinson, who, 
sacrificing speed for 
accuracy, headed straight 
for the airship. 

Despite being rocked 
by the huge explosive 
guns directed at him, he 
managed to fly alongside 
the airship and fire 
bullets along its side. 
Noting that the airship 
was unaffected, 

Robinson bravely 
repeated the exercise. 
Again to no avail. 

Linally, with one 
round of ammunition left 
and little fuel, he 
courageously dived 
toward the massive twin 
mdders and raked the 
thinnest part of the craft. 
As the crowd watched 
from below, the SL 11 
burst into flames and lit 
up the night sky. On 
landing, Robinson 
realized that the rear 
section of his plane had 
been damaged in the 
fight. Captain Leefe- 
Robinson was the first 
British pilot to shoot 
down a German airship 
over Britain during the 
Lirst World War and 
also, the first to be 
awarded the Victoria 
Cross for action in the 
UK. 

In April 1917, Captain 
Leefe-Robinson was 
taken prisoner after 
being shot down over 
Lrance. He died of 
influenza on the last day 
of 1918, in his sister’s 
home in Stanmore, 

Essex and is buried in 
the local churchyard. 

News of the raid on 
London, and later that 
month on Sheffield 
(September 25), soon 
reached the provinces, 
which coincided with a 
heightened security alert. 
Consequently three 
Porthcawlians ended up 



being fined at Bridgend 
Magistrates Court for 
not ‘having their lights 
ob scured. ’ ( Porthcawl 
News September 22, 
1916.) Mr Lred Nicholls 
of The Pier Hotel was 
fined £2 for three 
windows facing the sea 
not having their blinds 
drawn, at five minutes 
past nine at night. 

Mr Edward Lyons, a 
Coast Watcher explained 
that it had not been the 
first time that Mr 
Nicholls and his staff 
had been cautioned over 
the same matter. Mr 
Thomas Watkins, a 
grocer, was fined £1 for 
a similar offence; while 
Mr Evan Rees, grocer of 
Suffolk Place, on being 
similarly accused 
pleaded in his defence: 

“I forgot all about it. 
Please give me another 
chance.” ( Porthcawl 
News, September 22, 
1916.) He was fined £1. 

Two other 
Porthcawlians were 
fined 10 shillings over 
another breach of 
security. Under the 
terms of the Aliens 
Registration Act, aliens 
were required to be 
registered with the local 
police, providing details 
of their name, address, 
marital status and 
employment. 

Both, Mr William 
Williams, proprietor of a 
Porthcawl boarding 
house and Mrs Mary 
Morgan, Rose Cottage, 
Newton failed to notify 
the authorities on the 
departure and destination 
of their ‘alien’ guests. It 
is uncertain from 
whence the ladies 
originated, but their 
names would have 
attracted concern: Esther 
Hyman and Andrias 
Johanna Alum. 

The Battle of Flers- 
Courcelette, September 
15-22, witnessed the 
first appearance of tanks 
in modern warfare. 
Initially, it was planned 
to launch the Allied 
attack with 49 tanks. 
However, 17 did not 
reach the frontline, and 
of the 32 available seven 
failed to start. 

The remaining 25 
tanks led the attack, with 
the infantry behind. 

Both Private Alfred 
Cook, 6 Railway 
Terrace, (Hillsboro Place 
today) and Captain 
Edgar Allen Boucher, 
whose parents lived at 5, 
Green Avenue, were 
killed on the first day of 
the battle. 

Alfred Cook was bom 
in 1896, one of six 
children, to Henry and 
Catherine Cook. Having 
attended the National 
School, Lias Road 
Alfred, for a short while, 
joined his father working 
for the Great Western 
Railway as a labourer in 
the station yard before 
being apprenticed with 
Mr J Hutchinson on the 
Porthcawl golf course. 

It may well have been 
this new career that took 
him to the south coast, 
where he enlisted at 
Portsmouth into the 15th 
Battalion, Hampshire 
Regiment at Fratton Park

during April 1915. 

The 15th Battalion 
was involved in the first 
attack on Flers, at which 
it is believed Private 
Alfred Cook met his 
death. The huge number 
of casualties, and the 
wide use of shelling 
made maintaining a clear 
picture of the situation 
difficult. Tragically, as a 
result Private Cook’s 
family were still 
appealing for news of 
Alfred’s whereabouts in 
January 1917. 

Two of Alfred’s 
brothers, Private Sidney 
and Private Henry Cook, 
joined the 23rd Pioneer 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment at Porthcawl, 
which was serving in 
Salonika in September 
1916. Alfred’s other 
brother, Private Walter 
Cook, served with the 
Labour Corps, 12th 
Battalion Welsh Regt. 

All three survived the 
war, whereas Private 
Alfred Cook is 
remembered on the 
Thiepval Memorial, 
Somme, France. 

Aged 20 years, Edgar 
Allen Boucher, one of 
six children was bom in 
Maesteg to Thomas, an 
accountant and his wife 
Miriam, on April 9, 

1886. Edgar attended 
Cowbridge Grammar 
School at the same time 
as another Maesteg boy. 
Captain George 
Devereux Scale, 10th 
Battalion Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, whose parents 
moved to the Poplars, 
New Road, was also 
killed in the Somme 
campaign, on July 20, 
1916. 

On February 23, 1911 
Edgar emigrated to 
Canada, where in 1914 
he is discovered working 
for the Imperial Bank of 
Canada. He married 
Violet Berrington on 
15th January, 1914 and 
they set up home at the 
Aberdeen Apartments, 
Calgary, Alberta. 
Enlisting on November 
14, 1914, Edgar sailed 
with his unit, the 31st 
Battalion (Alberta) 
Canadian Expeditionary 
Force to Britain on May 
17, 1915 aboard the 
RMS Carpathia. 

They arrived on May 
28 and following 
training at Salisbury 
Plain, the battalion 
embarked for France on 
September 15,1915 
where they were 
assigned to the 6th 
Canadian Infantry

Brigade, 2nd Canadian 
Division. Captain 
Boucher was killed on 
September 15 at 
Pozieres, on the first day 
of the Battle of Flers- 
Coucelette. 

Captain Boucher’s 
body was not recovered 
and is remembered on 
the Vimy Memorial, and 
on the grave of his 
parents in St John’s 
Churchyard, Newton. 
Edgar’s parents moved 
to 5, Green Avenue, 
Porthcawl, sometime 
after the war. Edgar’s 
wife, Violet, who had 
given birth to a baby girl 
on December 24, 1915 
never remarried and died 
in Calgary in 1986. 

Finally that 

September, Porthcawl’s 
attention was on its 
intended bid to host the 
1918 National 
Eisteddfod. The town 
had begun expressing its 
interest in 1914, but the 
bid took on a more 
formal dimension when 
the Bridgend Justices 
passed a resolution in 
support of Porthcawl’s 
claim. 

Not all Bridgend 
residents were as 
supportive, though, as 
one accused Porthcawl 
of being ‘pushy’ stating 
that ‘Bridgend is a far, 
far better centre.’ 

('Glamorgan Gazette 
22nd September 1916.) 
Barry, also, proved a 
creditable competitor. 

However, it was not 
to be. Unfortunately 
Porthcawl is still waiting 
to host the National 
Eisteddfod.
